gerous and corrupt than the open pur- 
chase of votes at the polls. 


Economy In Administration. 


The Republican congress in the session 


just 
ended 
has 
made 
appropriations 


amounting to 
SI,OOS,000,000, 
exeppding 


the total expenditures of the past Sscal 
year by $90,000,000, and leaving a deficit 
of more than S6",000,000 for 
the fiscal 


year. We denounce the heedless waste of 
the people's money which has resulted in 
this appalling increase as a shameful 
violation of an prudent conditions of gov- 
ernment. 
It is not surprising that, in 


the face of this shocking1 record, the Re- 
publican platform contains no reference 
to economical administration or promise 
thereof in the future. 
AVe demand that 


a stop be put to this frightful extrava- 
gance and insist upon the strictest econ- 
omy 
in 
every department 
compatible 


with frugal and efficient administration. 


Arbitrary Power of Speaker. 


The house of representatives, as con- 


trolled in recent years by the Republican 
party, has ceased to be a deliberative 
body, responsive to the will of a majority 
of its members, but has come under the 
absolute domination of the speaker, -who 
has entire control of its deliberations and 
powers of legislation. We have observed 
Vfith 
amazsftient the popular branch of 


our federal government helpless to ob- 
tain either the consideration or enact- 
ment of measures desired by a. majority 
•f its members. Legislative government 
becomes a failure when one member in 
the person of the speaker is more pow- 
erful than the entire body. 


We demand that the house of repre- 


sentatives shall again become a deliber- 
ative body, controlled by a majority of 
the people's representatives and not by 
the speaker, and -we pledge ourselves to 
adopt such rules and regulations to gov- 
ern the house of representatives as will ' 
enable a majority of its members to di- i 
rect its deliberations and control legisla- , 
tlon.

'Misuse of Patronage.

"W« condemn, as a violation of the' 


spirit of our institutions, the action of , 
the present chief executive in using the , 
patronage of his high office to secure the . 
nomination of one of his cabinet officers. 
A forced succession in the presidency is 
scarcely less repugnant to public s"nti- 
ment than is life tenure in that office. 
The right of the people to freely select 
their officials is inalienable and can not 
be delegated. 


Publicity of Campaign Contributions. 
We demand federal legislation forever 


terminating the partnership which has 
existed 
between 
corporations 
of

country and the Republican party ur"1"r 
the expressed or implied agreement th.it 
in return for the contribution of great 
sums of money wherewith to purchase 
elections, they should be allowed to con- 
tinue substantially unmolested in th»;r 
efforts to encroach upon the rights of the 
people. 
We denounce the action of th» 


Republican party, having complete con- 
trol of the federal government, for its 
failure to pass the bill, introduced in the 
last congress, to compel the publication 
of the names of the contributors and" the 
Amounts contributed toward campaign 
funds. 


"We pledge the Democratic party to the 


enactment of laws preventing any corpo- 
ration contributing to a campaign fi;nrJ 
•nd any individual from contributing any 
«monnt above a reasonable minimum and 
providing for the publication before elec- 
tion Of all such contributions. 


Home Rule. 


We assert our confidence in and ad-

In «o organizing the federal government 
us to secure home rule to the pr-ople of 
each state; and we pledge ourselw? to 
comfcat -with unceasing vigilance the rf- 
fort» of those who are striving by usur- 
pation to seize the powers of the people 
of the states for exploitation by the fed- 
eral government.

A private monopoly is indefensible and 


intolerable. We therefore favor the vig- 
orous enforcement of the orimiii:1! law 
aaai-'.st tn:st ra.igr>at''s and otlvi.iU. a:id 
demand the enactment of such. .uld:uor.;'.l 
iegisKai'in as may be necessary to make 
it impossible for a private monopoly to 
ex.st in the I'nited States.

Fir-st. a law prever-ting a d'iplic.ition of 
directors among competing corporations: 
second, 
a 
license system 
which will, 


without abridging the right of e.ich state 
to create corporations or its right to reg- 
ulate as it will foreign corporations doing 
bu^mess within its limits, make it Tieces- 
s.'.ry for a manufacturing or trading cor- 
poration engaged in interstate commerce 
to take out a federal license before 
it 


shall be permitted to control as much as 
'25 per cent of the product in which it 
deals, the licen.se to protect the public 
from watered stock and to prohibit the 
control by such corporation of more than 
50 per cet-.t ol the total amount of any 
product consumed in the United States, 
and a third law compelling such licensed 
corporations to sen to all purchasers in 
all parts of the country on the same 
terms, after making due allowance for 
cost of transportation. 


Railroad Regulations. 


"We assert the right of congress to ex- 


ercise complete control over interstate 
commerce and the right of each state 
to exercise like control over commerce 
within its borders. 


We demand such enlargement of the 


powers of the interstate commerce com- 
mission as may be necessary to compel 
railroads to perform their duties as com- 
mon carriers and prevent discrimination 
and extortion. 


We favor the efficient supervision and 


rate regulation of railroads engaged in 
interstate commerce, and to this end we 
recommend the valuation of railroads by 
the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission, 


such valuation to take into consideration 
the physical value of the property, the 
original cost of reproduction and all ele- 
ments of value that will render tfce valu- 
ation fair and just. 


We favor such legislation as will pro- 


hibit the railroads from engaging in bus- 
iness which brings them into competition 
with the shippers; also legislation which 
will assure su^a reduction in transporta- 
tion rates as conditions will permit, care 
being taken to avoid reductions that 
w-ould compel a reduction of wages or do 
injustice to legitimate investments. 


We favor such legislation as will in- 


crease the power of the interstate com- 
merce commission, giving to it the initia- 
tive viith re>-rence to rates and trans- 
rortHtion chirgep put into effect by the 
railto d eomp«nias, and permitting the 
Intel state commerce commission, on its 
own initiative, to declare a rate illegal 
and as b 'ing more than should be charg- 
ed for such s-rvice. We further declare 
that ail agreements of traffic or other 
associations of railway agents affecting 
interstate rates, service or classification, 
shall be unlawful unles? riled with and 
appioved by the interstate 
commerce 


commission. 


Banking. 


The panic of IfnT. corning without any 


legitimate excuse, when the Republican 
party had for a decade been in complete 
control of the federal government, fur- 
nishes additional proof that it is either 
unwilling or incompetent to protect the 
interest* of the general public. 
It has 


so linked the country to Wall street that 
the sins of tue speculators are visited 
upon the whole people. 
It has u.="d an 


emergency for which it is largely respon- 
sible to force through congress a 
bill 


changing the basis of bank currency and 
inviting market manipulation, and has 
failed to give LO the I5.cinn.Oi.iO, depositors 
of

of commerce require an emergency cur-

self-government.

ate declaration of the nation's purpose 
to recognize the independence of

Philippine Islands as soon as a stable 
government can be established, such in- 
dependence to be guaranteed by us as 
we guarantee the independence of Cuba, 
until the neutralization 
of the 
is'.nnt'.s. 


can be secured by treaty with other pow- 
ers 
In recognizing the independence of 


of the Philippines our government should 
retain such land as may be necessary for 
coaling stations or naval bases. 


Telegraph and Telephone. 


We pledge the Democratic party to the 


enactment of a law to regulate the rates 
and service of telegraph and telephone 
companies engaged in the transmission 
of messages between the states under the 
jurisdiction of the interstate commerce 
commission. 


Pan-American Relations. 


The Democratic party recognizes the 


importance and advantage of developing 
closer ties of Pan-American friendship 
and commerce between the I'nited States 
end her sister nations of Latin-America 
and favors the taking of such steps, con- 
sistent with Democratic policies, for bet- 
ter acquaintance, greater mutual confi- 
dence and larger exchange of trade, as 
will bring lasting benefit not only to the 
United States but to this group of Amer- 
ican 
republics 
having 
constitutions, 


forms of government, ambitions and in- 
terests akin to our own. 


Natural Resources. 


We repeat the demand for internal de- 


velopment and for the conservation of 
our natural resources, contained in pre- 
vious 
platforms, 
the 
enforcement of 


which Mr. Roosevelt has vainly sought 
from a reluctant party; and to that end 


iiisisi upon the preservation, protec- 


tion and replacement of needed forests, 
the preservation of the public domain for 
homeseekers. the protection of the nat- 
ural resources in timber, coal, iron and 
oil against monopolistic control, the de- 
velopment of our waterways for navi- 
gation and every other useful purpose, 
including the irrigation of arid lands, the 
reclamation of swamp lands, the clarifi- 
cation of streams, 
the 
development of 


waterpower and the preservation of elec- 
tric power generated 
by this natural 


force from the control of monopoly; and, 
to such end. we urge the exercise of all 
powers, national, state and municipal, 
both separately and in co-operation. 


Popular Election of Senators. 


We favor the election of United States 


senators by direct vote of the people and 
regard this reform as the gateway to 
other national reforms. 


Asiatic Immigration. 


"We favor full protection by both na- 


tional 
and 
state 
governments 
within 


their respective spheres, of all foreigners 
rrsiding in the I'nited States 
under 


treaty, but we are opposed to the admis- 
sion of Asiatic immigrants who can not 


amalgamated with our population, or 


whose presence among us would rais>; 
a race issue and involve us in diplomatic 
controversies with oriental powers. 


Waterways. 


Water furnishes the cheapest means of 


transportation and the national govern- 
ment, having the control 
of navigable 


waters should improve them to their full- 
est cap icity. We earnestly favor the im- 
mediate adoption of a liberal and com- 
prehensive plan for improving every wa- 
tercourse in the Union, which is justified 
by the needs of commerce, and. to secure 
that end, we favor when practicable the 
connection of the great lakes with the 
navigable 
rivers 
and 
with 
the 
gulf 


through the Mississippi river and 
the 


navigable rivers with each other, and the 
rivers, bays and sounds 
of our coast? 


with each other by artificial canals with 
a view to perfecting a system of inlanr 
waterway? to be navigated by vessels of 
standard draught. 


Alaska, Porto Rico and Hawaii. 


We demand for the ppople of Alaska 


and Porto P.lco the full enjoyment nf tno 
rights and privileges of a territorial form 
of government, and the officials appoint- 
ed to administer the government of al 
our territories and the District of Colum- 
bia should be thoroughly Qualified 
previous bona fide residence.

Ismntius ,T. Dunn, the well known 


Omaha lawyer, placed William Jen- 
nings Bryan in nomination for presi- 
dent at the Democratic national con- 
vention. Mr. Purm said:

'aeed sueh crises.- In most instances 
yhere grave dangers have threatened 
he safety of the state some great char- 
acter, some master mind, has been

'onditions themselves. with capacity to 
lirect aright the energies of the peo- 
ple. 


"This -was true of the ancient world, 


t has been true of the modern world, 
t is true of this republic. We have 
:uch a crisis to meet today. The fa- 
vor seeking corporations have gradual- 


strengthened their hold upon the 


government until they now menace 
iopular institutions. The question is 
vhether this government shall be re- 
rored to the control of the people and 
ie administered in the interest of all 
ir whether it shall remain an instru- 
nent in the hands of the few for levy- 
ng tribute upon all the rest. 


"In his special message to congress 


ast winter President Roosevelt de- 
iared 
substantially 
that 
certain 


vealthy men who have become enor- 
mously rich by opposing the wage- 
earner, defrauding the public and prac- 
icing all forms of iniquity have 
>anded together and by the unlimited 
use of money endeavored to secure 
freedom from restraint and to over- 
hrow and discredit all who honestly 
administer the law; that the methods 
by -which these men have acquired

sota was placed in nomination foi 
president of the United States by the 
Hon. W. S. Hammond, who spoke as 
follows:

constituting the
